Washington, August 15.—The reconstruc- 
tion of affairs {n Cuba, Porto Rico and 
throughout the Spanish West Indies is re- 


ceiving earnest consideration in official 


quarters, and at the white house today the 
president saw a number of prominent call- 
ers in connection with this reconstruction 
in our new insular dependencies. 

General Fitzhugh Lee epent some time 
with the president going over the condition 


of Cuban affairs. While no announcement 


was made, the impression prevailed that 


military commissioners to be named within 


afew days. Acting Secretary Allen, of 


the navy, also saw the president concern- 
ing Cuban affairs. 

It is probable that an American 
naval vessel will go to Havana harbor 
before long, and at least two naval 
vessels will be ordered to Havana when

Secretary Day also conferred with the 
president, and later determined, the peace 
tel ms being matured, to take a week's 
vacation. He will leave either tonight or 
tomorrow morning, going probably to Can- 
ton. Assistant Secretary Moore will be act- 
ing secretary of state during Ju@ge Day’s 
absence. The secretary’s retirement from 
the head of the department is likely to fol- 
low soon after his return from Canton, 
and indeed, it may come during his ab- 
sence, although there was no outward evi- 
dence today that he was about to close his 
connection with the state department. 


While nothing indicating the presi- 
dent’s purposes is given out, it is gen- 
erally expected that General Lee will 
head the military commission which 


will adjust affairs in Cuba. 


It has been suggested, too, that he will 
be tendered the governorship of that island 
after the functions of the commission 
cease. On both these points, however, 
weneral Lee asserts he knows nothing. 
He would not speak on the subject discuss- 
ed as to the result of his hasty trip here 
beyond saying ne has been talking over 
matters in Cuba generally. Then he added: 


Lee Talks of Cuba’s Future. 
“The first work which wil have to be 
done in Cuba will be to make arrangements 
by which all the municipal machinery ‘can 
be put in operation in all the towns and 
governmentai machinery throughout the is- 
land for districts. There will have to be a 


military contro], I suppose, until such a 
time as the people interested can organize 
and put into operation a government which 

Woyld be stable and strong enough to 
impartially protect the ifiterests of Span- 
jards, Americans, Cubans and the people 
of all other nationaiities now on the is- 
land or who may hereafter go tnere.”’ 

"Ig there a probability of Spanish inter- 
ests suffering through the Cubans?’ 

“The Spanish property-holders, mer- 
chants and all other classes of Spaniards 
haturally would unite with all the rest of 
the conservative inhabitants for the pre- 
servation of the interests of all the citi- 
zens, and I think they will help the na- 
tives and the Americans to maintain a 
Strong, safe government. This would be 
Ratural, because no class of people would 
be more interested than they are in main- 
taining property and all other rights. The 
Most difficult problem to solve is the first 
Organization of a preliminary form of 
£0vernment, as later the island will be 
Very rapidly Americanized, and ali such 
Questions will take care of themselves.

Grand Naval Review Being Arranged. 

The navy department decided during the 
day to yield as far as practicable to the 
public 
review of the ships of Admiral Sampson's 
fleet. Accordingly, Acting Secretary Allen 
issued the following order: 

“The department is much gratified at the 
desire expressed to see a review of the 
warships and cruisers recently ordered 
home, and so far as practicable is desirous 
of carrying out the wishes of those citt- 
zens who wish to see the ships. But neither 
the officers nor the men of the fleet are in 
condition to participate in a street parade, 
The department is taking the opportunity 
of the armistice to put these ships at once 
into the best possible condition for such 
uses as may hereafter be required of them. 
It is expected all other work will be sus- 
pended and the entire available force of 
the navy yard directed to this work, in 
order to secure the greatest possible dis- 
patch. 

“The department will direct, upon the 
arrival in New York harbor, and the fleet 
will steam up the North river as far as 
General Grant's tomb, fire a salute and 
Steam back to the anchorage. It is ex- 
pected that the fleet will reach New York 
on Saturday, the 20th instant.’’

Governor General of Porto Rico Knows 
of the Protocol. 

Ponce, Porto Rico, August 15.—On Sat- 
urday General Miles notified Governor 
General Macias at San Juan by cable of the 
signing of the protocol and today received 
from Macias an acknow:edgment of the 
receipt of the notification. General Macias 
also sent Captain Mickler, under a flag 
of truce, to communicate the inteiligence 
to the Spanish commander at Aibonito. 

General Miles says Aibonito would have 
been his with a few days had not the pro- 
tocol been signed. Ceneral Wilson was 
moving to turn the enemy’s right dank. 
General Miles threatened his front, Gen- 
eral Brooke was pushing into his ‘rear, 
General Henry was within fifteen miles of 
Aibonito and General Schwan had icached 
Mayaguez. 

General Miles personaily is uncertain 
whether he will reman here during the 
period of the negotiations for peace, but 
the four army eolumns will remain here 
until] the negotiations are compicted.

l. K. Ferguson, a sutler, testified that 
the crowd consisted largely of Virginia 
men, about seventy-five or eighty. The 
disturbance was soon ended.

PREACHER PRAISES ROOSEVELT. 


Rev. Thomas Dixon Takes the ‘‘Rough 
Rider” for a Text. 

New York, August 15.—‘‘Roosevelt, the 
Heroic Leader,’”’ was the subject of de 
course delivered by Rev. Thomas Dixon 

Many 
times as the address proceeded was the 
preacher interrupted by a storm of ap- 
plause. He said in part: 

“I do not believe in waiting until after 
a man is dead to give him his just due. 
The man of whom I am going to speak 
this morning is not personally known to 
me. but I love him because he is a2 man 
and a true American soldier. Neither do 
I care what his politics are. Whether they 
may agree with mine I neither care for. 
Every man must love and admire a man 
who has the courage of his convictions, 
and such a‘man is Colonel] Theodore Roose- 
velt. Colonel Roosevelt was born 
to a life of ease and Jux- 
ury. The surroundings to which he was 
reared would to the average pewon be 
calculated to make him a snob, but such 
is not the case. When he got his regi- 
ment together. where did he go to get the 
men? Naturaily he went among the rough, 
uneducated of the prairies, who, he had 
learned from vears of experience, were 
brave and loval. With these he marched 
the young millionaires whom he knew as 
fighters. In this he brought together on 
an equal footing the two extremes in 
eocial life. The recugnition of heroic Mane 
hood was the bhasic principle used bv 
Colonel Roosevelt in getting together his 
rezciment. 

“The work of the Rough Ridere during 
the war stands alongside of that of the 
regulars. it forms a new page in Ameri- 
ean history. Their charge up that hill was 
one of the most glorious events of the 
whole war. 

“And what of the recent acts done bv 
™olonel Roosevelt? The movine of 15,000 
hrave American soldiers from a'most site 
death in the Cuban pestholes ‘'s directly 
the result of h’s manlv letter. Did Rooee- 
velt sten to think whether he would be 
censurel for writing that letter? Not 
much. He was aware of the danger to the 
men and he cared not whether his utter- 
ances made or marred his career. It was 
he who ws the auther and writer of 
‘Round Robin’ and nobodv.else.’’

The better class in Cuba favor 
the annexation ef the island to the United 
States and a majority of the masses are 
ready and anxious to work and accept the 
shelter and protection afforded. by an Amer- 
ican protectorate, but they are influenced 
by class of rabid orators and 
breeders of sedition and rebellion against

anything smacking of law and order. 

This inflammatory class demands and 
urges the recognition of Cuba for Cubans 
and spurns all offers or suggestions tend- 
ing to prosperity under an American pro- 
tectorate and excites popular discontent. 
This is exactly the class that pushes itself 
most into evidence. and whose views and 
opinions are most overheard and published. 


Their advice to the Cubans is to repu- 
diate all offers of peace or a cessation 
of hostilities and to look upon an arm- 
istice as an agreement between. the 
United States and Spain on the.r own 
account and not binding upon the free 
and independent state of Cuba. whose 
liberating army yot only repudiated 
pacification, but will ignore the armistice 
to the point of continuing to wage war 
—< shooting every Spaniard in the

as soon as the American garrison is weak- 
ened. This is directly traceable to the same 
source. 

Influence Is Formidable. 

The influence exerted by such a body of 
men against law and order is formidable. 
This hysterical people demands suppres- 
sion with an iron hand. While still in em- 
bryo, this influence is already felt among 
certain classes, who refuse to work or 
serve the government until a clear state- 
ment of the freedom and independence of 
their country is made. 

A knowledge of this condition is impera- 
tive to the molding of future policy and 
to explain whatever harsh steps may ®e 
rendered necessary in dealing with the in- 
surgents. 

The Spanish steamer Isla de Luzon sailed 
this morning for Spain, having on board 
2,136 Spanish soldiers. The Isla de Panay 
will probably sail tomorrow, and she will 
be followed by the P. DeSatrustegui The 
Montevideo arrived this morning and will 
begin loading at once. The embarkation 
of the prisoners is being pushed with great 
activity. This is rendered imperative by 
their horrible condition. 

The mortality is so great in the 
Spanish camp, where disease is ram- 
pant, that no longer are the dead 
buried. A funeral pile of ten or twelve 
bodies is made, saturated with kero- 
gehe and set fire to, cremating the 
bodies in the open air.

The official report submitted to General 
Shafter by Collector of the Port Donaldson 
shows the customs revenue from July 30th 
to August 13th to be $64,215, an excellent 
showing for the first fortnight of American 
administration. 

Miss Clara Barton, of tlie Red Crose So- 
ciety, today cabled President McKinley, 
requesting that a vessel] be given her at 
once for the purpose of taking relief sup- 
plies to the starving Cubans in Havana, 
where, according to reports, want and dis- 
tress prevail. It is expected that a vessel 
will be placed at the service of the Red 
Cross Society immediately, as there is an 
abundant stock of supplies here, only 
awaiting means of transportation, and the 
excellent and far-reaching work Miss Bar- 
ton has done here demands recognition to 
the extent of furnishing her an opportunity 
for further much-needed relief in Havana.

Letter from Santiago Shows the Ad- 
ministration What the Soldiers 
Have Suffered in Cuba.

Washington August 15.—Secretary Alger 
today received a letter from Genera] Shaf- 
ter, which is in part as follows: 

“Headquarters Fifth Army Corps, San- 
tlago de Cuba, August 4, 1898. Hon. R. A. 
Alger, Secretary of War, Washington. D. 
C.—My Dear General Alger: Your kind 
letter of July 25th was handed me yester- 
day by Major Sniffeen. I thank you and the 
President for the confidence you express in 
my ability to handle the matters entrusted 
to me here. . 

“The number taken ill in my command is 
Very great, as you will see, though not 
very much greater than those returned to 
duty; and the death rate is not at present 
@larming, although it is steadily on the jn- 
crease, and the doctors tell me that the 
fever, malarial and otherwise, ig constantly 
presenting more virulent features. Every 
effort possible is being made against al- 
lowing men to come ashore from. shins 
bringing supplies to the army. but it is al- 
most impossible to enforce if, when ships 
must be unloaded ang men necessarily must 
come together in discharging and receiv- 
ing cargo. The great trouble is that the 
people themselves seem to have no fear of 
infection, and unless you have a guard over 
every individual man, it is almost impoxsi- 
ble to keep them from mingling. 

“The silver question shas settled itself, 
and American silver is received the same 
as American paper. The missing, I be- 
lieve, have nearly all been accounted for. 
Not a single man was captured, and the 
only men now missing are those who were 
killed in the thick brush and whose bodies 
have never been found. The country has 
been scoured faithfully for bodies. This 
was done a short time after the baitle. 

“The camps now occupied are measura- 
bly good. They certainly are on the best 
ground in the vicinity, and slight changes 
of location can be made. The difficulty in 
separating camps of an army of this size is 
on account of the great difficulty of supply- 
ing them with necessary food, especially 
during the wet season, when half a dozen 
Wagons over a road cut it into ruts two 
feet deep in places. Pack trains are very 
‘good, and we ‘have to use them and do. use 
them all the time; in fact, without them 
Wwe could not get along, but the sickness 
among the teamsters and packers has been 
very great—nearly every one of them, l 
suppose 95 percent,(has been sick, and like 
the soldiers, they do not recover their 
strength. 

‘Supplies are abundant Tiere of al] articles 
of food and clothing. I cannot fully ex- 
press my gratitude to you for all the op- 
portunities that you have given me, and 
for the confidence that you repose in me, 


as shown more strongly than tn any other 


way by leaving me unhampered in my op- 
erations against Santiago. I am very sorry 
to see that some newspapers are attéempt- 
ing to throw blame on your trying to run 
the campaign from Washington, and I sup- 
pose some people believe it. It is one of 
the things, however, that I do not suppose 
we can help, although whenever I nave 
had an opportunity I thave tried to make it 
plain that I have been left to my own de- 
vices. I am very sincerely yours,

| SEVENTEEN WERE DROWNED. 


OF THE CLOUDBURST 


DETAILS 
COMING IN.

Thirteen of the Victims Members of 
One Family—-Damage to the 
Crops Is Great. 


— 


Knoxville, Teun., August 15.—(Spectal.)— 
The’ details of the Beach Creek disaster 
bave been secured in part today. Seven- 
teen lives Were lost. in the torrent of water 
incident to the big cloudburst of last Fri- 
day night. “Thirteen of the unfortunates 
were from the family of William Figon, 
instead of six, as at first reported. The 
remaining four victims of the flood were 
John Arnold and wife and Samuel Henry 
and wife. This is the full list of the 
drowned, 

The members of the Figon family were 
Mrs. Figon and twelve children. The 
bodies of Henry and Arnold and their 
wives have not yet been recovered, but 
the Figons were found near their home. 
In addition to the drowned, thirteen per- 
sons were injured, among them being WIil- 
liam Figon, father of the ill-fated family. 
The injuries of none are fatal, however, 
but are more or less serious. 

The damage to property bids fair to be 
much greater than was at first anticipated. 
This is due to the fact that the corn crops 
in the Beach Creek district were much 
‘better than they have been for years. 

The stricken community is a rich, moun- 
tainous farm region and all its agriculture 
has been washed away by the flood. Beach 
creek is swollen to a height of twenty-five 
feet and is decreasing very slowly. It is 
probable that relief will be sent the flood 
sufferers by philanthropic citizens of this 
city. 

Death List Increases. 

Additional details relative to the terrible 
cloudburst in Hawkins county last Friday 
morning were received in this city tonight. 
It was previously reported that twenty 
lives were lost itn the flood, but it is now 
estimated that perhaps thirty-two persons 
became victims of this downpour from 
the skies. The report states that the fam- 
iies .of William Fagan. Thomas Fagan, 
William Tunnell and James Conk were 
drowned, together with Patience and 
Yance Morelock. John Arnold and moth- 
er and Samuel Henry and wife. The Fa- 
gan family numbered thirteen lost, Fa- 
gan himself escaping. «she report gives no 
number of members of the remaining fam- 
jlies; but it is estimated that they num- 
bered at least four each, which would 
bring the total number of lives lost up to 
thirty-two. The famWies in that section 
are, as a rule, very large, and this is there- 
fore considerea 4 conservative estimate. 

The report also states that the cloud- 
burst visited Green county, a distance of 
five miles from ‘the Beach Creek section, 
and killed from ‘fifteen to twenty people 
in that community. No reports have, how- 
ever, been received’ from that section: to 
verify this statement, which comes direct 
from Rogereville, the nearest point te 
Beach Creek.

TEXAS READY FOR THE WATERS.

New York, August 15.—Freshly painted 
and looking as trim and neat as if she had 
only gone into commission, the United 
States battleship Texas awaits a favorable 
tide to be floated out of the dry dock at 
the Brooklyn navy yard. The needed re- 
pairs to her hull, upper sides, superstruc- 
ture and machinery have been completed, 
under the watchful supervision of Naval 
Constructor Bowles, and if anything, the 
war vessel is stancher and more formidable 
than ever. 

The authorities at the yard expect the 
other vessels of the squadron to arrive by 
the end of the week, and the cruiser 


» Brooklyn will probably be the first to reach 


the yard. The new dry dock will be ready 
to receive one of the vessels within two 
weeks, as the workmen are removing 
the coffer dam in front of the big dock 
by cutting away the hast row of high wood- 
en piles which obstruct the entrance.

Camp of Negro Volunteers Declared To 
Be Healthy by Inspectors—Mont- 
gomery Quarantines. 


Montgomery, Ala., August 15.—(Special.)— 
A special from Greensboro, Ala., says that 
when old Judge Hobson on yesterday open- 
ed the letter from Washington announcing 
his appointment as postmaster at that 


place, he was the most astonished man in 


the state. His friends had, without con- 
sulting him, urged the president to ap- 
point the hero’s father to the place, and 
Mr. McKinley appeared to find pleasure in 
accepting the suggestions. Judge Hobson 
will accept the place, 

The term of the present postmaster ex- 
pired several months ago, and a real hot 
fight has been made by the republicans for 
the office. Ad Wimbs, a negro, had re- 
ceived the indorsement of the Vaughn ma- 
chine, but the appointment would have 
been objectionable to the white people of 
the city, and as the white repuDiican can- 
didate had recently died. the matter had 
remained quiet. Judge Hobson was pro- 
bate judge of this county for eighteen 
years, as a democrat, but when defeated for 
the democratic nomination six years ago, 
he bolted and ran on the populist ticket. 
After the Chicago convention he returned 
to the democratic party, and receives the 
appointment as a strong advocate of the 
principles of the Chisago platform. He, 
fike Senator John T. Morgan, is above all 
things, an American: The act of Presi- 
dent McKinley in this appointment is very 
generally applauded. 

The Negro Camp Not Unhealthy. 

State Health Officer Saunders, assisted 
by Dr, Purviance, the sufgeon of the regi- 
ment, has just completed an inspection of 
the camp of the Third Alabama (colored) 
volunteers, near Mobile, and reports that 
he found there no cause for alarm. It hag 
been reported to the gavernor that typhoid 
fever was apparently epidemic in the camp, 
and the executive promptly diSpatched Dr. 
Saunders to ascertain the facts. The health 
officer reports that the camp ts in fairly 


of typhoid fever exist there, but that vic- 
tims appear to have gone into the camp 
withthe disease germ already in their sys- 
tems. Dr. Saunders’s opinion ts that the 
Mobile camp is one of the healthiest and 
best in the country. 

Montgomery Promptly Quarantines. 

Apropos of the official report of the ex- 
istence of yellow fever at Franklin, Ala., 
City Health Officer Woftel has directed that 
until further notice all incoming trains 
from the south shall be guaWied by quar- 
antine officers, who are instructed to pre- 
vent any person from wthe infected district 
from coming into the city. It is not be- 
lieved that yellow fever can get into Mont- 
gomery this season, and if it should, it 
will not be attended with the same degrees 
of fear and dreas as heretofore. The people 
of Montgomery learned by experience last 
season that it was not sudh a4 horrible 
thing, after all. 

Congressman Howard Withdraws. 

Congressman Howard, of the geventh 
Alabama district, is out in a letter declin- 
ing a renomination. It is almost a fore- 
gone conclusion that the democrats will 
carry his district and the populist congress- 
man is discreet enough not to invite de- 
feat.

Decision of Alabama Supreme Court 
Abolishes Office. 
Montgomery, Ala., August 15.—(Special.)— 
The supreme court of Alabama assembled 
in special session today and adjourned to- 
night umntil fall. A very large number of 
decisions were rendered, among them two of 


oil inspection law, wich came before the 
court from Montgomery county in the case 
of the State vs. McGough, was held to be 
unconstitutional.

GOODYEAR'S MONEY 
I$ STILL TIED UP 


Bronswickian’s Claim Has Been Ordered 
Paid by Meiklejohn.

KING WANTS PART OF CASH 


One Hundred Thousand Dollars Are 
Tied Up in the Treasury. 


THE MANY CREDITORS ARE IN EVIDENCE 


Georgian Did the Work, but J. Floyd 
King Claims That He Should Be 
One of the Payees.

Washington, August 15.—(Special.)—The 
long controversy between Megsrs. Good- 
year, of Brunswick, and J. Fidyd King, 
whoSe residence is as much the District 
of Columbia as anywhere, has been up be- 
fore the war department during the past 
few days and an order relating thereto 
has been made by the secretary. 

This controversy relates to interests in 
Uhe Brunswick harbor work and has at- 
tracted attention both because of the con- 
tention between these gentlemen and be- 
Cause of the character of the work done 
by Captain Goodyear and his associates. 

The acts of congress ynder which the 
work of opening the Brunswick channel 


‘was authorized provided that when the re- 


Qujred depth thad been shown by reports 
of the proper officers a certificate should 
be issued by the twar| department and 
upon this the treasury shoul@ issue war- 
rant for the amount due, in this instance 
$100,000. Captain Goodyear is the man with 
whom the contract was made. He enter- 
ed into a contract with J. Ployd King, 
presumably for aid in securing the legisla- 
tion, under which King was to have a 
ghare In the profits. 
Are Many Creditors. 

The case jis full of complications, but as 
I understand it, Goodyear claims there 
have been no profits and he has a lot of 
creditors, ,whose presence seem to bear 
out that ¢ontention. When it came to the 
time for issuing the certificate, Colonel 
King appeared, through eminent counsel], 
and contended that it should be issued to 
Goodyear and King jointly, instead of to 
Goodyear alone. 

There seems to be some intricate legal 
questions involved. The judge advocate 
general of the army rendered an opinion 
in the case and so did the attorney general, 
the latter holding that the certificate 
should be issued to the man with whom 
the government has its centract—Good- 
year. Congressman Brantley has been 
looking after the interests of Goodyear 
and of a number of his creditors. 

A few days ago the Secretary of war 
and Ass:stant Secretary MéeiKlejohn gave 
the case a full hearing. “Congressman 
Brantley was there and King was repre- 
sented by several prominent lawyers of 
the.district. The secretary and the adstis- 
tant secretary acted as court, and Chief 
Clerk Tweedale and Assistant Judge Ad- 
vocate General Morrison sat with them. 


Passes It on to Gage. 


The official] order of this court has not 
as yet been promulgated and wil] not be 
until the morning of the 16th, an agreement 
to this effect having been made by the 
Secretary to enable the contending parties 
to go before the secretary of the treas- 
ury if they desire to do so in the meantime, 
but the secretary’s finding has been pre- 
pared. In effect, it simply advances the 
case on to the treasury department. As 
Assistant Secretary Meiklejohn explained 
to me, the war department officials could 
see no profit in rendering a decision upon 
the merits of the cage, when theirs is not 
the disbursing office, and jn the very na- 
ture of things, what they decided would 
be gone over immediately by the treasury 
department. The secretary of war refers 
the case to the secretary of the treasury, 
and in doing so, ‘writes: 

“Upon the within report of the personal 
survey made by Henry L. Marindin, of 
the coast and geodetic survey, who was se- 
lected by me to make such survey in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the act of 
congress approved June 3, 1898, relating to 
improving the outer bar of Brunswick, Ga., 
and providing that C. P. Goodyear, his 
heirs and assigns shall, upon the comple- 
tion of certain work as in gaid act speci- 
fied, be entitled to the compensation there- 
in stated, I thereby certify that the work 
provided for in the acts of congress of July 
27, 1892, March 1, 1893, August 18, 1894, and 
June 3, 1898, has been accomplished to the 
following extent, namely: That at the date 
of Mr. Marindin’s report there was a prac- 
tical channel] twenty-three feet deep at 
mean high tide, with a minimum width 
of 250 feet, and a practical channe] twenty- 
four feet deep at mean high tide, with a 
minimum width of 108 feet. 


Will Be Heard from Later. 


The secretary goes on to say that he 
transmits all the papers bearing on the 
case, including the articles of agreement 
entered into between Messrs. Goodyear, 
Kay and King. Then he continues: 

“The work having been aecomplished to 
the extent stated in my certificate, the 
question as to the parties entitled to the 
compensation .for doing the work I have 
assumed in one that belongs to the treas- 
ury department to determine upon the facts 
furnished.” 

The effect of this ts to simply certify 
that the work has been done and to leave 
it to the treasury department to decide 
in whose name the certificate shal] be is- 
sued. Tihis involves further hearings, and 
perhaps, as was suggested today at the war 
department, the decisions of the courts. 
In the meantime Brunswick has twenty- 
four feet of water on her bar, all the same. 


‘ONLY EIGHT TYPHOID CASES. 


Remarkable Health Record of the First 
Georgia. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., August 15.—(Special.) 
The First Georgia is now boasting of the 
exceedingly fine record of thaving had oniy 
eight typhoid fever cases since coming to 
this point. The regiment was in camp at 
Griffin about five weeks before they were 
ordered here, and a pd@tion of the eight 
typhoid fever cases were developed there.

TENNESSEEANS MOB 


A NEGRO. 
Colored Citizen of San Francisco Got 
Gay wit Southern Boys. 


San Francisco, August 15—Dan Thomas, 
@ negro crab fisherman, was wounded and 
narrowly escaped lynching at the Hands 
of five hundred Tennessee soldiers today. 
Two men of troop B, of the regular cavalry, 
which attempted to quell the riot, were 
dragged from their horses by the volun- 
teers and slightly injured in the tussle. 
The negro’s house, about a block and a 
half from the Presidio, wag almost wreck- 
ed. 
Officers of the Tennessee regiment finally 
sent the men back to quarters and took 
the bleeding negro to the guardhouse for 
protection. 

The trouble began In a saloon. Will Da- 
vis, a private of company L, First Ten- 
nessee regiment, was drinking in the sa- 
loon. Five or six other soldiers from dif- 
ferent regiments and the negro, Thomas, 
were in the place. According to the story 
told by Davis, the negro approached him 
and asked for a drink. Davis replied that 
he had no money, whereupon the negro 
struck Davis in the right eye with a pair 
of brass knucks. The two closed in a 
struggle until they were separated by an 
Iowa private who was in the saloon. When 
the negro found himself free he left the 
salaon and went to his home. Thither he 
was followed by the soldiers, who wrecked 
the house in an endeaver to get at the 
colored man. But for the prompt arrivat 
of Major Cheatham the negro might have 
fared much worse. Major Cheatham cov- 
ered the leaders with dis pistol and said 
he would kill the first man who injurea 
the negro. This prompt action saved the 
colored man from immedgiate violence, 
but on the way to the guardhouse at the 
Presidio the negro was attacked by Pri- 
vate Scruggs, who struck him a terrible 
blow over the head with a bludgeon. The 
soldiers were quieted with much difficulty. 
General Miller is investigating the affair. 

All the men engaged in the riot were vol- 
unteergs. Most of them were Tennesseeans, 
but there were a number also from tne 
Kansas and Iowa regiments. 


TEXANS MAY LYNCH A NEGRO. 


Trocps Called Out To Protect a Pris- 
oner in Houston Jail. 

St. Louis, August 15.—A special to The 
Republic from Austip, Tex., says the adju- 
tant general’s department received a tele- 
gram from Houston stating that it is 
feared that an attempt will be made at 
Houston to lynch the negro murderer, 
Peyton Burton, who is confined in. the 
county jail. The artillery company was 
ordered out by the sheriff.. Four compa- 
nies of the Fourth Texas infantry at Camp 
Ball were placed under arms at Houston 
to protect Burton from the attempts of a 
mob to lynch him, :

Kansas Private Runs Away from Camp 
and Is Fired At.” ~

ed July 12th, and was apprehended August 
4th, deserted again this morning and was 
arrested in Chattanooga, where he was @ 
guest of the Rossmore hotel, and brought 
back at 6 o'clock this evening. Tonight at 
10:30 he again deserted. On the way back 
from Chattanooga Fisher made séveral un- 
successful attempts to escape. 

Captain Grinstead had ordered that he be 
put in chains and the guards had gone for 
the chains when Fisher made a break 
through the kines. Officers of the guard 
ordered them to shoot Fisher, whereupon 
something like fifteen shots were fired, but 
the deserter made good his escape. Captain 
Grinstead offers $25 reward for his appre- 
hension, and has detailed several men to 
search the park tonight. 

Fisher is from Harper, Kas., and is a 
graduate and highly connected. He was 
clerk at the canteen prior to his desertion 
and is said to be $300 short din his accounts. 
The affair caused quite a commotion in the 
Twenty-first Kansas, and it is said Cap- 
tain Grinstead is to be arrested for order- 
ine the guards to shoot. If Fisher ts 
caught he will probably do service in the 
penitentiary for a number of years. 


MONUMENT FOUNDATION STONE. 


Irishmen Will Perpetuate Memory of 
| Wolfe Tone. 

Dublin, August 15.—The whole city is en 
fete today in conection with the laying of 
the foundation stone of the monument in 
memory of Wolfe Tone. 

The municipal offices and many business 
houses are closed. Scores of thousands of 
exeursionists are arriving and delegates 
are in attendance from the United States, 
Australia, South Africa, France and Italy. 
There was an immense procession to the 
site of the monument. It included repre- 
sentatives of all the civic and trade socie- 
ties, who followed a memorial car con- 
taining the foundation stone, which was 
decorated with flags presented by the 
Daughters of Erin ’98 Association, of New 
York city. 

Theodore Bald Wolfe Tone, whose me- 
moria} is the central feature of the fes- 
tivities, was the real originator of the 
Irish movement that culminated in the 
rebellion of 1798. He founded the United 
Irishmen. Tone was a Protestant, but he 
had imbibed socialist ideas and was bit- 
terly hostile to the priests of that day, 
whose influence counteracted his own. In 
Wexford, where the insurrection went 
farthest, the ablest leaders were priests, 
but they acted against the then policy of 
their church. Tone offered his services to 
William Pitt, but they were declined. He 
left a most interesting accownt of his 
Parisian adventures, and his tomb fs still 
the object of an annual pilgrimage.

Chicago, August 15.—The alternative of 
poison or a revolver with which to end her 
life, was offered by Rev. Flavius J. Brobst, 
the preacher and@ lecturer, to his wife, Mrs. 
Julie Brobst, according to a bill for di- 
vorce filed today in the superior court by 
Mrs. Brobst. The wife alleged in her bill 
that she chose Jaudanum as the means with 
which to commit suicide and that her life 
was only saved after she swallowed the 
drug by the circumstance of her having 
consumed a quantity of milk, which amieli- 
Orated its effects. 

During the time Mrs. Brobst was uncon- 
scious from the effect of the drug, a period 
of twenty-one hours, as stated in the bill 
Mrs. Brobst alleged that her husband ac- 
cording to what he later told her, ‘preached 
two sermons. She also charges her hus- 
band with squandering her property.

WHEN THE AMERICAN’ SOLDIE 
HAD TWO BOLD FOES TO FICHT 


With Yellow fever in the Rear and the Spaniards in Front They 


Maintained Their Position wlth Cheerfulness, 


THERE WAS NOTHING THAT BOTHERED THE REGULARS 


Hard Fighting, Hot Suns, Drenching Alalns and Forced Marches Were as Easy as 
Thelr Wonderful Charges--And the Colored Troops Fought 
Better Than Even Thelr Qwn People Expected,

As soon as General Shafter, with the 
Fifth army corps, landed in Cuba the sto- 
ries of the havoc which yellow fever played 
aanualiy along the southern coast of the 
island became current, and there was not 
@man among the twenty thousand who 
went ashore but knew in one way or an- 
other that the Spaniard was not the only 
foe he would have to fight. But this did

The Fever Spreads.

Soldiers Stood to Their Guns. 

The yellow fever hospital grew with a 
rapidity that speedily swamped the phy- 
sicilans, and it became necessary to send 
the wounded men on board of transports in 
order that their tents could be used to 
shelter the fever patients. From a few 
scattering cases the disease swept with 
terrible swiftness into a raging epidemic, 
and crept closer and closer evéry day to 
the main camp of the army, which was 
forced to keep in constant communication 
with Siboney. because al] of its supplies 
were located at the latter place. Then the 
ambulances were called upon to bring sus- 
pects from the front, and when these be- 
gan to die along the trail, as many of them 
did, the full horror of the situation dawn- 
ed upon the men in the trenches, and it 
was no secret that tfie yellow death was 
hoveftng over all the camp. 

And it was then that the American sol- 
diers showed what sort of getuff they were 
made of. Looking down the barrels of the 
Spaniards’ Mauser rifles in front of them, 
and knowing full well that an enemy equal- 
ly insidious and far more deadly, was ap- 
proaching from the rear, they shut their 
teeth hard,-and stuck to their posts. There 
was never a whimper; never a word of com- 
plaint. They would freely curse their com- 
missary and their quartermaster for giving 
them nothing but sour tomatoes for break- 
fast and beans for dinner, and the profan- 
ity which they lavished upon these two 
overworked departments when they had 
nothing but quinine pills and coffee for 
each of the three meals of a day, was 
really beautiful. But when they came to 
speak of the Spaniards and the yellow fe- 
ver, they were the same silert, grim, in- 
vincible soldiers who only needed to be told 
what to do before they went and did it, It 
was about this time that Toral used the 


Tt was a copy of his correspondence with 
General Shafter touching the necessity of 
an adequate guard to police the camp, 
and it contained Shafter’s terse reply that 
all fighting men were needed at the front. 
The general read it over with contracting 
brovs, and when he had concluded he 
tore off » slip of paper from the last letter 
in the bunch and wrote on it, (I cannot 
give his exact words but I know the sub- 
stance of the communication), the follow- 
ing: 

‘General Shafter, Commanding Fifth 
Army Corps: You will please detail one 
regiment of infantry to report to Dr. La- 
Garde, at Siboney, at once. MILES.”’ 

There may be criticism of Miles both in 
his personal capacity and as a soldier, but 
there were those of us who saw him write 
this note who appreciated in a moment the 
fullness of his military genius, and who 
will defend it whenever it is challenged. 
He knew that no matter what might be 
the danger in front or how strong might 
be the needa of fighting men, that another 
and a greater danger menaced from the 
rear, ond he took a course which I believe 
saved in the end hundreds of lives. He 
assumed no authority over Shafter while 
he was in Cuba, and I think he did not 
sign his name to any other official docu- 
ment. But when Shafter failed to see the 
necessity of detailing even a single com- 
pany to assist in caring for those who were 
wounded out of battle, he ordered an en- 
tire regiment into the service, and the 
horrors at Siboney since show how needfu! 
was his presence at that critical moment. 
In response to his order, the Twenty- 
fourth infantry, made up entirely of col- 
ored men, left their trenches that night, 
and at dawn the next morning they had 
reported to Dr. LaGarde. An hour later 
they were put at work, and before sunset 
again the lines of tents were straightened

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not seem to worry them at all, and very 
few of them even took the trouble to read 
the elaborate instructions regarding the 
necessity of drinking boiled water only, 
and a hundred and one other sanitary pre- 
cautions among them. There was a spirit 
of hilarity in the air that is difficult to ap- 
preciate now, but which was easy to ac- 
count for then, the corps having enjoyed 
a pleasant outing since leaving Tampa, 
and being permitted to invade the prom- 
ised land without the firing of a single 
hostile shot. 

The sobering effects of the first ten days’ 
campaign brought about a pronounced 
change in the character of the soldier. 
Walking through the mud knee deep by 
day or lying in the trenches or on the 
open fields beneath the burning sun, they 
experienced hardships which opened their 
eyes to the real conditions which con- 
fronted them as thoroughly as did their 
encounters with the retreating Spanish 
line. During this time those who had one 
meal a day were counted lucky, and those 
who found a dry place on which to sleep 
were the envy of their regiment. All the 


hilarity was knocked out of them, and 


they became soldiers and fighting men al- 
most before they themselves appreciated 
the change. It is wonderful how quickly 
@ man appreciates war when he is in it, 
mo matter how many years he may fave 
spent in building up false notions through 
the reading of books. 
The First Outbreak. 

It was when General Wheeler had es- 
tablished his advance line in a semi-circle 
all the way from Aguadores on the south 
to a ridge of hills two miles south uf Caney 
on the north that a whisper came forward 
that there was yellow fever in the rear. 
The newspaper men went down to Siboney, 
which had then become the base of sup- 
plies for the army, to investigate the re- 
port, and it required but little investigation 
to prove its truth. The dread disease had 
not broken out in one place, but in three, 
and the little village was in a convulsion 
of fear such as would not have attacked it 
had Admiral Cervera’s entire fleet stood 
off the harbor with geuns trained and ready 
to open fire. 

Siboney at that time was a great wilder- 
ness of tents crowded with the wounded 
brought in from the first three days of 
fighting. The canvas was spread close to 
the beach and on a slight rise of ground 
in front of a row of dwelling houses half 
@ mile Jong, which had peen the residence 
Portion of the city previous to the occu- 
pation by the Americans. These douses 
Were one story in height and of the ram- 
bling character that distinguishes archi- 
tecture in all parts of Cuba.

started three privates of the Thirty-third 
who had been sleeping on their blankets 


and ponchos in a ramshackle building close | 


to the railroad tracks became ill, and the 
Symptoms of which they complained were 
of a character which alarmed their physi- 
cians. Dr. John Guiteras, the famous yel- 
low fever expert, who had been pacing rest- 
lessly up and down his tent awaiting the 
summons for many days, was notified, and 
he paid a visit to the invalids. Ten min- 
utes later an official order was issued es- 
tablishing a yellow fever camp three miles 
up the railroad track, and the three men 
from the Thirty-third were carried there 
on a locomotive along with the tents and 
supplies which were to shelter them during 
their long confinement. 

By nightfall of the same day Dr. Guiteras 
had succeeded in putting up enough can- 
vas to carry him over until the morning, 
but I do not think that the men who drove 
the tent pegs and tied the guy ropes at that 


; time had any idea that they were form- 


ing the nucleus of a camp which, accord- 
ing to Genera] Shafter’s latest report, con- 
tains today more than 3,000 patients. Guit- 
eras himself did not know it. On the con- 
trary, he issued a statement in which he 
said that the fever was of a mild type, and 
that there was no possible excuse for a 
panic among the men, He said that it had 
unquestionably been contracted in the 
houses, and he recommended that they be 
burned down at once. Why he did not 
make a sfmilar recommendation before no- 
body thas ever been able to discover, and 
his failure to do eo is the cause of his 
somewhat abrupt departure from Cuba, 
when the epidemic was at its height. 


After the Horse Was Stolen. 

The next morning the torch was applied 
to every bulidig in Siboney—more than 100 
in all—and from the front, thirteen miles 
distant, the flames and smoke were seen to 
shoot so high in the air that genera] alarm 
struck the advance line, and a detail of 
men Was sent down to find out what the 
great conflagration meant. Not even a 
stick of furniture was removed from the 
houses, and in some of them pianos, libra- 
ries and valuable bric-a-brac were destroy- 
ed. The ruins smoldered for nearly twen- 
ty-four hours, during which time a dozen 
men were stricken with fever in the camp 
of the Michigan volunteers, and _ three 
newspaper men were put down as sus- 
piciots cases. The next few days were 
days of agony for every man in Siboney. 
The 600 wounded soldiers in the tents were 
compelled to breathe the smoke from the 
embers of the burned 4wellings, the water- 
works were clogged up, and every few mo- 
ments a man taken with fever was put 
under the ban of a suspect and hustled off 
to the contagion camp. 

Within a week 300 yellow fever patients 
were under treatment, and four of the 
later ones had died. Siboney was as 
wretched and unclean and uncomfortable

The Michigan 
volunteers, lacking the discipline of regu- 
lars, became panic stricken, and the dis- 
cipline of the garrison, which was supposed 
to police the camp, became so lax that 
there was no police supervision at all. Dr. 
LaGarde, who was in charge of the coast 
hospital, sent repeated notes to General 
Shafter requesting assistance in the shape 
of one or two companies of regular infan- 
try, and received in reply only surly and 
churligsh answere, stating that all the fight- 
ing men were needed at the front.

In so short a time that days and dates 
gount for rothing, the epidemic became 
the great protiem of tre war among the 
doctors. Guiteras, spurred to resentment 
because of criticism over his lack of fore: 
resigned his position and returned 
Dr. Parker, of New Orleaus, 
succeeded him, «nd worked as hard as 
man could work until he was stricken 
down and becume a patient in his own 
ward. Major Brewer, sent down by the 
postofiice cCepartment to be postmaster 
general of Cuba, died and was buried. 
Many prominent rewspaper men succumb. 
every day the infection spread 
furfher and further into the American 
lines. The little locomotive which was 
used to transport patients from Sthoney 
to the camp was employed constantly in 
and won the title, adminis- 
Second cavalryman, of ‘The 
Germ.”

Miles to. the Rescue. 

Then Miles came. He was rowed ashore 
late one afternoca from the transport 
wnich brought him from Tampa, and he 
climbed up the wiarf at Siboney tg greet 
a delegaticn of officers who hurried to 
meet him: With them as an escort he 
walked into the camp and reached the 
main street before the full horror of his 
surroundings dawned upon him. Irregu- 
lar lines of tents etretched in all direc- 
tions, and on all s’ces was the dirt that 
drifted from the ruins of the burned build- 
ings. Not a guard was in sight. Turning 
to one of his aids he asked: 

“Whose camp is this?’ 

“It’s the hospital camp of all the di- 
visions,’ onswered somebody who knew. 

“And who is in charge?’ 

“Dr. LaGarde,” answered the same voice. 

General Miles took a second look over 
the scene, and then, seating himself upon 
the stump cf a tree, dispatched a messen- 
LaGarde to him. He 
spoke quiet!y, and there was much less 
ostentaiion in his manner than could be 
perdoned in a corporal acting as officer 
of the guurc. But there was that in his 
dcemeancr which showed how strongly he 
felt and when Dr. LaGarde appeared he 
arose t> greet him with genuine emotion. 

‘In God’s name, doctor,” he said, “‘why 
iz this camp in this condition?

Tribute to the Colored Troops. 

It was peculiarly appropriate that the 
Twenty-fourth should be selected for that 
place, because it was one of unquestion- 
able honor, and at that time there was 
nothing that could be done for the colored 
troops in paying tribute to their work as 
soldiers that ought not to be don’. In 
alf the disputes that historians will in- 
dulge in as to who did and who did not do 
their duty at the siege of Santiago, no 
one will ever question the service of the 
dark-skinneq regulars, who, from the time 
the Tenth fought with the Rough Riders 
in the first day’s fight, until the Twenty- 
fifth igfantry participated in the actua! 
surrender, did their whole duty as _ sol- 
diers. All that can be said in praise of 
any regiment that participated in the 
campaign can be said of those regiments 
which were made up of colored troops, and 
I am glad to quote General Wheeler 2s 
saying: 

“The only thing necessary in hand- 
ling a colored regiment is to have offi- 
cers over them who are equally cour- 
ageous. Give them the moral influ- 
ence of good leadership and they are 
as fine soldiers as exist anywhere in 
the world. Put them where you want 
them, point out what you want them 
to shoot at and they will keep on 
shooting until either their officers 
tell them to stop or they are stopped 
by the enemy.” 

Of the progress of the yellow fever in 
camp and of the steady growth of the 
hospital, it is unnecessary to say anything 
now because its history is told in the daily 


dispatches which Shafter sends to Wasn-. 


ington. But during the first few days, 
when the fever flamed into an epidernic, 
it is to be recorded that the American sol- 
diers stood stéeadily at their guns, cool 
in the ¢ace of the enemy before them, 
and calm in the presence of the enemy 
that was picking them off in the rear. 
Other and better tributes will be paid ‘to 
the valor of our troeps, but none can be 
more sincere than that which comes from 
a man who saw them under circumstances 
far more terrible than ever environed the 
soldiers of the north or south during the 
late war. I heard an Irish cavalryman of 
the First say, in the trenches, when a 
comrade told him that yellow fever had 
broken out behind him and that firing 
was to be resumed in the morning: 

“They seem to have us enfiladed.

The time for the discussion of the prob- 
lem whether we should or should not en- 
deavor to give stable and honest govern- 
ment to people whose place of residence 
happens to be separated by the waters of 
the seas from this comtinent, is past. We 
have officially, and through the proper 
authority, entered upon that policy with 
regard to Hawail, and equally through 
the proper channels with regard to Porto 
Rico. How it will be with Cuba and the 
Philippines it is too early to say with any 
great degree of definiteness, but the proba- 
bilities are strong that our attitude toward 
Cuba will be little different from that 
toward Porto Rico, and that, to some ex- 
tent, there will be American sovereignty 
over the Phillippines or some part of them. 

The Glory and the Responsibilities. 

In amy event, the die is cast so far as 
the principle is concerned. We have burst 
through the shell. The glory of it is ours 
already; and with that glory come respon- 
sibilities that we could not shirk if we 
would. 

The first of these—and it is one which Is 
just now receiving a vast amount of con- 
Sideration at the hands of officials here—is 
temporary government for Cuba, Porto 
Rico and Manila, 

With regard to Mamila there is little pres- 
ent anxiety, however much speculation on 
what the future may bring. There must be 
@ purely military government there until 
the peace commissioners determine the dis- 
position of the islands. The details of ¢his 


i are to be left almost entirely to General 


Merritt. The greatest confidence is placed 
in his ability to solve all the problems 
that may present themselves, With Dewey 
to give him counsel there is every reason 
for this confidence. 

Certain details must, of course, be work- 
ed out with regard to the Manila sit'uation, 
such as the disposition of the Spanish sol- 
diers and whether they or the Americans 
shall perform the police duty there in the 
interim before the fate of the islands is 
sealed by the treaty; but whatever Mer- 
ritt and Dewey advise in this regard will 
be done. 

For this reason, the problem presented in 
the Phillppimes is for the present relegated 
to second place, although everybody real- 
izes that in its last analysis jt is the great 
problém left by the war. Just now Cuba 
and Porto Rico are attracting all of the 
official consideration, and well they may.

San- 
tiago is to remain the seat of government 
for eastern Cuba, the lines of that depart- 
ment heing extended so as to take im all 
of Santiago province and part of Puerto 
Principe. Sante. Clara will be the geo- 
graphical center of the middle province, 
and Havana will, of course, be the seat 
of government of the eastern province. 
There hag been no official announcement 
with regard to this division, but this is 
the plan just now mast favored. There Is a 
possibility that for the present at least 
there will be but two divisions with San- 


Congress is the 
body upon which the responsibility for fur- 


nishing a plan for the permanent govern- | 


ment of these islands, as well as of the 
Hawalian islands, rests. But until congress 
meets and acts, some form of government 
must be furnished the new territory and 
naturally this must be military. 

Porto Rico presents few possibilities of 
complications. The island is small anda the 
communication between the different cities 
and towns is éasy. One military governor 
will be all-sufficient for that island. The 
American troops there will be continued 
for garrison purposes, though their pres- 
ence is probably umnecessary. The present 
civi] authorities will be retained in power 
all over the island, being responsible to the 
military commander. It ts not anticipated 
that there will be any clash in Porto 
Rico either with the officials of the junta, 
So-called, or with the Spanish army, the 
officers and men of which will remain as 
passive spectators until their government 
is able to remove them. 


Complications in Cuba. 


The necessary delay in transporting the ’ 


Spanish soldiers from Cuba adds a rather 
interesting complication, and wif doubt- 
less result in a decidedly peculiar situa- 
tion at Havana. Spain has represented that 
it will take probably several months for 


| her to remove all of her army in Cuba. 


There is no regret on that score here in 
Washington. While the details are for the 
military commission to work out, it ts ex- 
pected that there will be no great need for 
sending troops to Havana before the end 
of the rainy season. Perhaps a few will 
be sent, but not many. 

In the meantime the Spanish troops will 
be utilized to do police duty. There must 
be some American military authority and 
somebody—perhaps Fitz Lee, thought that 
is not certain—will be sent to act as a 
sort of viceroy. He will not be exactly a 
military governor, for the military will be 


under the command of the Spanish gen- | 


eral; but that general will be subordinate 
to the offictal representative of the govern- 
ment of the United States in all things. 

As to the ultimate government of this 
island and of Porto Rico, there is of course 
much speculation, but it is purely specula- 
tion.

of the Hawaiian commission may serve 
as a basis upon which congress will build 
a form of government for these other 
islands.

Rules for Approaching Primary 
Adopted by Committee, 


CHANGE METHOD OF VOTING 


Hereafter No Tickets Will Be Furnished 
Persons Other Than Voters, 


PREPARE TICKET IN A SPECIAL BOOTH 


New Method Will Insure a Purer Bal- 
lot and, It Is Believed, Will Work 
Much Good—Full Text of 
Rules Governing the 
Next Primary. 


WARD HEELERS WERE GIVEN 
their death blow by the sub-committee of 
the city executive committee last night 
when the rules to govern the primary of 
October 6th, were adopted. 

The rules adopted by the sub-committee 
make a radical change in the manner of 
holding the city primaries, and cause it to 
be next to impossible for the ward heelers 
to get in effective work. It gives the voter 
entire protection and insures an incorrupt- 
able ballot. 

Under the new arrangement none of the 
tickets wil] be given to persons other than 
voters. The tickets will be printed in a 
particular color and will be marked of- 
ficial. Each voter will be given a ticket as 
he enters the door to the room containing 
the ballot box, and will be shown to a booth 
where he can make out the ticket by him- 
self and undisturbed by persons. seeking 
votes for their friends. 

The arrangement will, M the opinion of 
those who have investigated the matter, 
prove to be of great benefit and will cause 
the ballot to be as pure as it is possible to 
make it. Great care has been taken in the 
arrangement of the rules, and each detail 
has been gone over with care. 

Under the new rules the ward heeler 
cannot furnish the voters with a ticket, 
because only the offictal ticket can be used, 
and these willbe in the hands of the man- 
agers. There will be nothing left for the 
ward heeler to do, and the present arrange- 
ment promises to cause him to become an 
unknown quantity in future primaries and 
elections in Atlanta. 

The committee adopting the rules is com- 
posed of Messrs. W. H. Brotherton, chair- 
man; M. M. Welch, secretary; 8S. W. Day, 
Ben Conyers, S. C. Glass, George S. Brown 
and L. Z. Rosser. The committee was 
named by Chairman Porter King, of the 
city executive committee, in accordance 
with a resolution passed at a meeting of 
that body last April. 

The sub-committee met last night for 
the first time, and was organized by the 
appointment of Captain Brotherton, chair- 
man, and Mr. Welch, secretary. Tie rules 
proposed for the coming primary were read 
and on motion of Mr. Brown, were adopted. 

The members of the committee believe 
that a solution to the questions which have 
troubled the executtve committee, concern- 
ing the primaries, has at last been reached. 
They are thoroughly in favor of the new 
rules, and do not gee how there is any 
possible chance for corruption if the rules 
are strictly enforced. 

The rules are @n the right line, and alm 
to obtain a pure ballot and to do away with 
the ward heeler and other incidentals to 
the primarig¢s which have grown monoto- 
nous. The effort of the committee is one 
that will be appreciated and which prom- 
ises to do the good which is needed.

Special Rules.

This rule, of course, not 
to apply to individual voters using their 
own private conveyances for their personal 
use.

BRUNSWICK: MERCHANTS KICK 


Because Army Rations Are Shipped 
There from Other Points. | 


Brunswick. Ga.. Avgust 15.—Brunswick 
merchants are kicking over the shipment 
of army rations here from Florida pwints 
and their sale at vrice with which they 
cannot compete. They state that these 
shipments have been incregsing for a week 
and that it is becoming a nuisance to them. 
Flour and other government stores: of sta- 
ple kind are offered at ridiculously low 
prices and some of the merchants seem of 
the opinion that there is crooked work in 
some'of the commissary departments. Ru- 
mors of these sales reached the camp of 
the North Carolina and Texas volun‘eers, 
on St Simon’s island. and Major Taylor, 
with company G, Third Texas. came to 
Brunswick today to investigate. We states 
that after consultation with the sheriff 
and others, he is satisfied ¢hat none of the 
rations offered for sale come from the 
St. Simon’s camp. When he was told that 
some of the people think there is crooked 
work connected with these sales, he stat- 
ed that it was not necessarily so. As an 
illustration, he stated that companies were 
issued. certain amounts of rations esch 
month, If they did not eat all that was 
allowed them, it was customary in some 
regiments to sell the supply saved and de- 
vote the proceeds from such sales to the 
company treasuries. In this way he has 
known one regiment to Save 7,000 pounds of 
flour in one month. 

This puts a light on the subject not gen- 
erally known and reli@wes the suspicion 
that the supplies were dishonestly se- 
cured, but it does not help the licensed 
salesmen who have to put their goods on 
the market in competition with the army 
stores at cut prices.

THE SESSION OF CITY COUNCIL 
yesterday afternoon was a quiet one and 
little was done beyond discussing the free 
lunch ordinance and adopting a compro~ 
mise ordinance which regulates the food 
to be furnished by the liquor dealers as 
free lunch. 

The ordinance does away entirely with 
all hot foods as free lunch and it can no 
longer be served in the saloons by waiters. 
The food to be eaten must be placed on a 
counter or sideboard and those desiring 
to eat will be forced to stand there. The 
bill of fare for free lunch is crackers, 
cheese, pretzels, pickles and sausage, which 
shall be served only on counter and not 
by waiter. 

The matter came before council yester- 
day through a motion by Councilman 
Camp to reconsider the free lunch ordi- 
nance. A substitute was to be offered and 
He 


did not desire to offer the substitute be- 
cause it was a substitute to his own ordi- 
nance. Councilman Camp would not offer 
it and for a few minutes it seemed as 
though the paper would not get an intro- 


duction. 

Councilman Thomson explained that he 
had understood the substitute would be 
introduced by some one. Councilman 
Lumpkin then took the paper and pre- 
sented it to council. He explained that it 
was a compromise on the original free lunch 
ordinance and had been agreed to by the 
liquor men of the city. 

The ordinance was entitled “An ordi- 
nance to prohibit liquor dealers from keep- 
ing and furnishing free lunch other than 
crackers, cheese, pretzels, pickles and 
sausage, which shall not be servea by 
waiters, but only on the counter, and 
from conducting the liquor business in 
connection with any other business.” 

Mr. Dick Bosche, representing a cummit- 
tee of the Atlanta Liquor Dealers’ Associa- 
tion, made a short talk, in which he favored 
the substitute and asked that it be ydopted. 
He said it regulated the matter tp the 
satisfaction of the majority of the liquor 
dealers of the city. 

Mr. W. A. Vernoy said he did not oppose 
anything that would elevate the morals of 
the city of Atlanta. The free lunch, he 
said, was only a method of advertising 
and he did not think the privilege should 
be taken away from the liquor dealers. 

At the close of the remarks by the liquor 
dealers Councilman T. A. Hammond ob- 
tained the floor and said: 

“IT do not believe this fg a legal ordl- 
nance. We have a right to regulate the 
liquor traffic, but have we the right to 
say whether or not a man can serve hot 
or cold food? I move that the second 
section referring to conducting the liquor 
business with other business be struck 
out and that the last portion of the caption 
referring to the same matter be also 
stricken.” 

Councilman Thomson sald he 
think the amendment should be allowed. 
The best portion of the ordinance, he sald, 
was that which prohibits them from doing 
a liquor business in connection with any 
other business. He said that in many cases 
the other business was only a pretext bv 
which whisky could de sold on Sunday, 
after 10 o’clock at night and on election 
days. He was not in favor of the liquor 
business at all, but thought that when men 
pay a license of $1,000 a year they are enti- 
tled to the proper protection. 

Alderman Woodward opposed the amend- 
ment and Alderman Turner thought Mr. 
Hammond was right. Alderman Rice fa- 
vored separating the businesses and op- 
posed the amendment. When put to a vote 
the amendment was lost by a vote of ten 
to five. The ordinance was then adopted. 

Tech’s $3,000 Passed Up. 

A resolution from the finance committee 
to give $3,000 to the textile department of 
the Georgia School of Technology was 
passed. 

The report of the tax committee recom- 
mergling the refunding of the tax paid in 
advance by coal dealers was passed and 
the money will be refunded to the dealers 
after the matter is acted on by the alder- 
manic board. 

The report of the conference committee 
on the petition of Hammack & Lucas to 
erect a fruit stand at the corner of Peach- 
tree and ‘Marietta streets was accepted and 
the petition granted. 

A resolution was adopted offering a re- 
ward of $250 for the capture of the slayer 
of Officer Mills. 

Council made arrangemehts whereby the 
ordinance referring to smoke consumers 
will be enforced and a report will be made 
each year on the number of consumers 
and the manner in which they are working. 
A resolution for the amendment of the

The knife had cut nearly an inch deep 
across the throat almost from ear to ear. 


The wound was pronounced very serious , 
and one that was Mkely to prove fatal if | 


the man was not kept quiet and well nurs- 
ed. The ambulance carried Phillips ¢o his 
home, No. 70 Pearl street. 

Patrolman Ozburn took charge of Bain, 
who was wild with rage and excitement. 
He said over and over again that Phillips 
had disgraced his family and that he had 
made up his mind to kill him and was only 
sorry he had not succeeded. 

When he had quieted down in his cell at 
the police barracks, Bain, who is seventy 
yeare of age, toid the following story: 

What the Old Man Says. 

“T have iived seventy years and this is 
the first time I have ever been in any 
trouble. .I came to Atlanta from Green- 
ville, S. C., thirteen years ago with my 
five daughters. My only son is in Virginia. 
My wife diced twenty years ago and left 
me the imnotherless daughters to raise. I 
worked for a while as a railroad watchman 
and lately have been selling goods On a 
confederate veteran's license. Two of my 
daughters are well married in Attanta. 
Two have never married, and the fifth, 
Mary, married when she was fourteen, 
and she is now a widow. This man Jim 
Phillips visited Mary and he told me his 
intentions were honorable. I knew he was 
a hard-working man. He took advantage 
of my child and then refused to marry 
her. So she swore out the warrant, That 
scoundrel kept having the case put off, 
and this morning when it was continued 
again he gloated over it and went about 
the courtroom making his brags and talk- 
ing about my daughter in the most scan- 
dalous manner, J told him to stop, and 
when he kept it up I took out my knife and 
cut his throat.

In speaking 
of the career of The Commercial, Editor 
Blackburn said yesterday: 

‘In tendering my resignation as editor of 
The Commercial, I want it understood that 
I do not acknowledge the failure of that 
enterprise, although its career may have 
stopped. 

“I started the paper five years ago, with 
only 75 cents tapital, and I thave given the 
people every day since its organization a 
bright, fearless daily newspaper. 

“The Commercial has a most wonderful 
career, not as a financial venture merely, 
but as a political power. There is not a 
man in-the profession who does not wonder 
at its longevity—and I want to say that 
there fs not a good citizen who can charge 
aught against its integrity. 

“It is sans peur sans reproche. Its mis- 
sion’ has been to uphold womanhood, en- 
courage clean politics and inspire a love 
for the traditions of the south. 

‘In its aggressive policy it has never 
struck below the belt, and no living man 
can say that it ever showed the white

“A number of times have I walked the

| DENTIFIED GOODS 


SOLD YESTERDAY 


r 
Large Portion ef Moody & Brewste 
Stock Up at Auction. 


AGGREGATES ABOUT $29,000 


Estimated That Seventy-Five Per Cent 
of Cost Is Realized. 


STOCK NOT BOUGHT IN BY GREDITORS 
Sale Will Be Affirmed or Denied by 
Court on Thursday—Day Set 
for Hearing. 


THE IDENTIFIED STOCK OF THE 
Moody & Brewster establishment was sold 
yesterday morning to the highest bidders. 
The whole of the sale brought about $29,000, 
which is not as much as it was expected 
the aggregate sum would be. Receiver 
Hirsch had not completed his figures and 
could not state the exact amounts each 
lot brought and who the purchasers are 
yesterday afternoon, but will have them 
ready for the court on Thursday, when 
the sales will be either affirmed or denied 
by Judge Lumpkin. 

It is estimated that about 75 per cent 
of the cost of the goods was bid at the 
sale and the purchasers are considered for- 
tunate in getting the goods at_that low 
price. 

A large number were present at e 
sale. Representatives wr firms from South 
Carolina, Florida, Alabama, Georgia and 
Atlanta bid for the goods and at times the 
bidding grew quite lively. Few of the 
goods remained in Atlanta, the greater 
portion of them being taken out of the 
city to other points in Georgia and other 
states. 

The stock was sold in lots as identified 
by each creditor. It was expected tlut the 
creditors would be Interested bidders, but 
very little of the goods were bought in 
by the firms that thad sold them to Moody 
& Brewster. According to the order of the 
court, it was necessary to sell the goods in 
lots, and on this account the sale was pro- 
longed more than if the stock had been 
sold in bulk. 

The class of goods sold were staples, 
Such as thosiery, underwear, notions and 
otrer dry goods. <As rapidly as one lot 
was disposed of another was taken up by 
the auctioneer and quick work was made 
of the saie. No goods were removed from 
the store, as the court will have to sanc- 
tion the sales before delivery can be made. 

The store in which the sale took place 
is on Loyd street and it was very nearly 
filled with the bidders and onlookers when 
the sale opened. The great number of 
cases containing the goods covered a large 
part of the floor space and on these the 
auctioneer stood to cry the goods off. 

The bidders were pleased with the pur- 
chases and the firms claiming the goods 
allowed them to go at prices bid rather 
than to buy them in and have to return the 
merchandise to the warerooms to be resold 
and probably held over until next season. 

It is not Known whether Judge Lumpkin 
will affirm the sale wr not. It is believed 
that he will. The hearing is set for next 
Thureday. At that time he will grant an 
order for the sale of the unclaimed goods 
of Moody & Brewster and will set the day 
for that to take place. 

Receiver Bloodworth will sell the stock 
of Smyly & Co. next Thursday, and it is 
probable that this will be another lively 
sale, but as the stock is small, it will not 
be as large as the sale of yesterday.

REFUSED BY BOARD 


Coalition of the Southern and Atlanta 
Medical Colleges Sustained. 


ALUMNI CLAIM ILLEGALITY 


Members of Committee Say the Action 
of Trustees Does Them Injustice. 


APPEARED WITH AN ATTORNEY AT MEETING |

The Petition for the Reconsideration 
of the Matter Refused by a 
Large Majority. 


THE ATLANTA COLLEGE OF PHYSI- 
clans and Surgeons is now ‘a certainty. At 
the meeting of the board of trustees of the 
former Southern Medical College, called 
by President Howard Van Epps, in room 
104, of the Kimball house, yesterday after- 
noon, the petition of the Alumni Associa- 
tion, asking the board to reconsider its 
action in consolidating with the Atlanta 
Medical College, was refused by a vote of 


almost two to one. 
A full attendance of the board of trus- 
tees was had. Those present were: Col- 
onel J. §S. Prather, Clark Howell, H. H. 
Cabaniss, Dr. Walker Lewis. J. Carroll 
Payne, Drs. W. 8, Elkin, W. T. Gold- 
mith.

The meeting was called to order at 5 
o’clock by Colonel J. S. Prather, in the 
absence of President Van Epps, and after 
a discussion of the status of the Southern 
Medical College at present, a motion was 
made to admit the committee from the 
Alumni Association into the meeting. 

The committee, consisting of Drs. F. H. 
Peck. J. McDiermjd, E. Vam Goldtsnoven, 
W. B. Parks and A. R. Holderby, waited 
on the outside until sent for and appeared 
with their attorney, Colonel H. M. Patty, 
who had been engaged to present the peti- 
tion of the Alumni Association >to the 
board, 

In a few words the attorney covered the 
ground of the objection to the coalition of 
the two colleges, which he claimed was 
illegal since the charter of the college 
made it mecessary for the supreme court 
of Georgia to give its consent before the 
institution could coalesce with any other 
college. This consent, it was alleged, had 
not been received gnc the committee re- 
spectfully asked on this and other grounds 
that the board reconsider its action of 
combining the two colleges and let the 
Southern Medical, with its past homored 
career, continue a separate institution. 

The argument presented to the board 
carried much weight with the members, 
but after a discussion which lasted some- 
time, the chairman of the board announced 
to the committee in waiting on the out- 
side, that the motion to reconsider had 
been lost by a large majority. 

Ming: great advantage to the city and to 
the state of such an Institution as it is pro. 
posed to make of the combined Southern 
and Atlanta Medical colleges outweighed 
with the board the argument presented by 
the alumni, and while the members regret- 
ted that it was necessary to take issue 
with the alumni of the school tn such a 
matter, it was thought best to refuse their 
request. 

The coalition of the Souther 

Ns ! n and Atlan- 
ta Medical colleges, which was perfected 
some months ago, was the result of much 
thought on the part of the boards of the 
respective institutions and it was thought 
by many of the alumni and the publie gen- 
eralw to be a wise ana logical step. A 
large medical university in the place of two 
colleges which had all along been rivals for 
patronage was admitted to be the best 
thing for Atlanta, since it would attract 
hundreds of students to this city from all 
over the south and would take its place as 
the leading medical institution south of 
sep Hopkins university. 

t the close of the meeting 
yesterday the

heard of the actton of the board pleasantly 
and it is not known whether any further 
attempt will be made by the association to 
a its end in view.

We feel that the alumni of our college 
have not been treated r'ght by the board 
of trustees in this matter. We see no good 
reason why the Southern Medica] should 
lose fits identity and become a small part 
of another institution. In the selection of 
the new faculty all of the professors of the 
Atlanta Medical college have been retainea 
while only a part of the faculty of the 
Southern Med'cal have been given places. 
It is a slur, to say the least, on the institu- 
tion from which we got our diplomas. 

Again, it has been decided to abandon 
a buildings of the Southern Medical col- 
ege and only use those of the t 
Medital college.” tse 

Dr. F. H. Peck, chairman of the commit- 
tee of the alumni association. spoke plain- 
ly of the refusal of the board to grant the 
petition. He said: 

“This coalition is illegal, ag stated by our 
attorney. The board has gone ahead with- 
out the authority of the courts and com- 
bined the college with the Atlanta Medical. 
We went to the Southern Medical in good 
faith and paid our tuition, and we have 
some right, it seems to me, fn determining 
the destiny of the tnstftution. 

“No one cares to have a diploma from a 
defunct institution. If the college dies the 
alumni would like to see it dp so with its 
colors flying.’’

But both these apparently absurd supPosi- 
tions were often realized and simi.or 
cases will soon occur, when Cuban gir!s 
appreciate the happiness of the American 
women who have shown that they can 
cope with the difficulties of the world while 
they retain the respect of mankind. 

The system of education for Cuban wo- 
men, Hke that of the southern girls of 
the sixties, must also undergo a chang* 
to fit them for the new conditions which 
will arise. The southern girl of ante-be!- 
lum days was instructed in household <du- 
ties and outdoor sports, which formed parts 
of her education as important as a know'l- 
edge of music and the brief course of lit- 
erature which was deemed necessary. When 
the war was over, however, these accom- 
plishments were in many orna- 
ments, not merely useless, but almost 
stacles on the way to the practical, since 
they recalled the luxuries which ought to 
have been forgotten. The Cuban girls have 
received a similar training; they are, Many 
of them, musicians—the class that enter- 
tain—but are not brilliant performers; a 
number of them speak several languages— 
sufficiently well, with the aid of their eyes, 
to entertain a foreign ambassador; some 
of them paint dainty Christmas presents, 
but articles for which an artist would de- 
cline to remunerate them. 

This system must be changed, and, when 
a practical foundation Hag been formed, 
the higher education wiil be demanded 
by Cuban women just as the women of 
the reconstruction sought and secured it. 
Many years may be spent before this is 
attained on the southern island, but it 
cannot be as long a struggle as the Amer- 
ican women of the south underwent, for 
the times are more progressive.

‘can understand my curiosity to see the 


young girls in America who require no com- 
panion, even when they frequent the busi- 
ness parts' of the city, for I had heard 
that such was the case. It never occurred 


‘to me, however, that I should one day be 


permitted to go shopping alone: but my 
parents, seeing this practice a matter of 
realized the 
harmlessness of the custom, and I am now 
one of its followers. When we return to 
Cuba I shall probably find that a com- 
Panion is not necessary to my daily prom- 
enades, and I shall be heartily glad of the 
innovation.’ 

This young lady, like all the other Cuban 
girls, has never been out alone with any 
young man except her brother, even since 
fhe has been in Atlanta.“I do not believe 
in this Cuban custom,” she said: “I think 
that we are quite as worthy to be trusted 
with a young man escort as are the young 
women of America; but it is the custom, 
and it must be observed. 

“Do I think this will be changed? Never,”’ 
“I do not 
expect to go to the theater or elsewhere 
with only the escort of a young man, 
until I am married.” Indeed, she seemed 
Quite dhocked that such a thing should be 
thought of, and earnestly denied it. A 
cynical listener expressed his belief that

The system of education for Cuban wo- 
men, Hke that of the southerm girls of 
the sixties, must also undergo a chang? 
te fit them for the new conditions which 
will arise. The southern girl of ante-be!- 
lum days was instructed in household du- 
ties and outdoor sports, which formed parts 
of her education as important as a knowl- 
edge of music and the brief course of lit- 
erature which was deemed necessary. When 
the war was over, however, these accom- 
plishments were. in many cases, orna- 
ments. not mrereiy useless, but almost 
stacles on the way to-thée practical, since 
they recalled the luxuries which ought to 
have been forgotten. The Cuban girls have 
received a similar training; they are, many 
of them, musicians—the class that enter- 
tain—but are not brilliant performers; a 
number of them speak several languages~— 
sufficiently well, with the aid of their eyes, 
to entertain a foreign ambassador; some 
of them paint dainty Christmas presents, 


on- 


»but articles for which an artist would <e- 


cline to remunerate them. 

This system must be changed, and, when 
a practical foundation Hag been formed, 
the higher education wiil be demanded 
by Cuban women just as the women of 
the reconstruction sought and secured it. 
Many years may be spent before this 
attained on the southern island, but it 
cannot be as long a struggle as the Amer- 
ican women of the south underwent, for 
the times are more progressive.

The Cuban girls who haye .mafle their 
home in America since the beginning of 
the war have enjoyed so much the little 


freedom which has been permitted tnem 
here that they are not at all eager to 
‘return home, since they fear that the 


social customs by which they were gov- 
erned before the war will, on their return 
to Cuba, be restored in all their strict- 
ness. 

Miss America Pla, a Cuban beauty whose 
family has lived in’ Atlanta for several 
years, was approached on the subject re- 
cently and with an accent which, however 
fascinating, she would willingly exchange 
for the metallic pronunciation of her 
— friends, she expressed der opin- 
on. 

“We shall certainly be allowed, on our 
return home, some of the privileges which 
have been given us here,” she said. “When 
I lived in Cuba I was never allowed to go 
on the streets alone—one of my parents or 
my governess always attended me; so you 
can understand my curiosity to see the 
young girls in America who require no com- 
panion, even when they frequent the busi- 
ness parts' of the city, for I had heard 
It never occurred 
to me, however, that I should one day be 
permitted to go shopping alone: but my 
parents, seeing this practice a matter of 
realized the 
harmlessness of the custom, and I am now 
one of its followers. When we return to 
Cuba I shall probably find that a com- 
Panion is not necessary to my daily prom- 
enades, and I shall be heartily glad of the 
innovation.”’ 

This young lady, like all the other Cuban 
girls, has never been out alone with any 
young man except her brother, even since 
fhe has been in Atlanta.“I do not believe 
in this Cuban custom,” she said: “I think 
that we are quite as worthy to be trusted 
with a young man escort as are the young 
women of America; but it is the custom, 
and it must be observed. ~ 

“Do I think this will be changed? Never,” 
she said in an emphatic tone. “I do not 
expect to go to the theater or elsewhere 
with only the escort of a young man, 
until I am married.” Indeed, she seemed 
Quite dhocked that such a thing should be 
thought of, and earnestly denied it. A 
cynical listener expressed his belief that 
Perhaps Miss Pla and her friends might 
never become reconciled to the idea, but 
that the younger generation, when the 
American tide of immigration rolled in upon 

would eagerly embrace this custom 
of the stranger, and, like preachers’ chil- 
dren, be worse than al] others.

Major McFar- 
lan was engaged yesterday entering the 
suits filed, and will probably need assist- 
ance today, that the number of suits filed 
may be entered upon the books before thé 
hour comes for closing the office. 

The regular fall term of the superior and 
city courts will begin on the first Monday 
in September. 

Forty-One Defendants. 

One of the first cases filed in the clerk's 
office yesterday was a complaint for a one- 
fourteenth interest in about ten acres of 
land on Fast Fair street. Forty-one peti-

The cases are brought by Ralph Comer 
as complainant. The prcperty in litigation 
lies. near Hill street, on East Fair street, 
and was sold by Willlam P. Hardén to 
the qdBfnedants. Harden, it is alleged, was 
trustee for Maria L. Thurmond, the phain- 
tiff’s grandmother. 

The bill says: 

“The Jand sued for herein was a part of 
a tract of land deeded to William P. Har- 
den, trustee for Maria L. Thurmond, by L, 
P. Grant on January 22, 1884, for her sole 
separate use, benefit and advantage in 
trust, for ther, said Maria L, Thurmond, 
and for her use for life, and at her*death to 
her children forever in fee simple. Maria 
L. Thurmond was the mother of petitioner's 
mother, and died July 23, 1876, leaving seven 
children. Petitioner’s mother was Alice 
Comer, formerly Alice Thurmond. She 
died September 18, 4879. Petitioner Ralph 
Comer was born January 1, 1878." 

The case is filed for the fall term of the 
court. 

Asks $5,000 for Imprisonment. 

W. H. Weems filed a petition yesterday 
in which he alleges that through the acts 
of A. W. Barge, of Campbell county, he 
was falsely imprisoned for nearly three 
months. 

_ The petition says that Weems rented 
property from Barge on shares, and of all 
he raised on the land a part of it was to 
go to Barge. Last fall it is alleged Barge 


out a warrant against Weems charging 
him with stealing cotton. He was tried be- 
fore the justice and convicted. He was 
bound over to the superior court, and a 
bond for $200 was demanded. 

Weems alleges that he was unable to 
make the bond, and was carried to jail in 
December. He was kept there until the 
March term of court, when he was indicted 
by the grand jury. 

He was brought into the superior court 
and ‘tried, when it is alleged Barge was 
placed on the stand and admitted that he 
had no case against Weems.

Petition Filed in Court by National 
Life Association of Hartford. 


STEIN HAD QUIT THE CONCERN 


—EEE ) 


He Sent a Circular to Policy Holders 
Some Time Ago in Which He 
Stated His Withdrawal. 


— 


A petition was filed in the clerk's office 
yesterday by the National Life Assoc'a- 
tion of Hartford asking that the courts 
cancel the contract between the associa- 
tion and Mr. Simon Stein, their former 
general manager in Georgia and Alabama. 

The petition alleges that Mr. Stein has 
refused to allow the representative of the 
association to exanine his books, and 
that he has worked to the hurt of the 
association in this territory. The bill ask- 
ing for the receiver for the office here 
Was presented to Judge Candler and he 
appointed Mr. Shepard Bryan receiver, who 
has taken charge. 

It is claimed by Mr. Stein that he sent 
out a circular letter severing his connec 
tion with the association and says the 
circular gave rise to the bill filed yester- 
day. 

Mr. Stein, when seen yesterday, was 
reluctant to give his version of the con- 
troversy, since it had passed into the 
hands of the court, but finally said: 

“! will show, when the case comes up, 
that the allegations made are wholiy false; 
that I owe the company no money; that lL 
withdrew trom its agency for good and 
sufticient reusons to unuy Dusiness Man, and 
that this effort to silence me is but to 
bolster up their business. I am now repre- 
senting another company whicn claims my 
greater contidence,”’ 

The circular letter which gave rise to 
the petition for a receivership Wus sent 
out by Mr. Stein on the 12th of August. 
In it he says-in part: 

“I desire to inform you that I am no 
longer with the National Lire Assoviation, 
With whom 2 have deen cuunected as 
southern manager for about nine years. 

“My reasons for leaving that company 
were mainly that the company in my judg- 
ment is no longer wortny of the confidence 
of the people, as ther assets are im- 
paired to an extent which made it neces- 
Sary for tneir executive officers to ievy a 
largely increased liem on their poicy hold- 
ers, und 1 also hold ietters from (heir 
Secretary wherein me acknowledges that 
the company is not Row able to meet its 
policy contracts. 

“Under tnese conditions it became ‘m- 
possible for me to continue to collect pre- 
miums for them wheua i no longer nada 
any confidence that the claims of my 
policy holders would be met according to 
the policy contract entered with them, 
The state of New York, wherein the Na- 
tional Life has done businesg tor over ten 
years, Mas refused to grant that company 
a license to do business.

Sergeant Abbott Receives a Sensational 
Anonymous Communication. 


HE IS INFORMED IT IS A HOAX 


Trial of Perino Jordan and Jeff Har- 
bin Is Postponed. 


SEQUEL TO THE ROW OF LAST SATURDAY 


There A Two Sides to the Affair. 
Cases Will Be Taken Up in Police 
Court This Afternoon. 


THE TRIAL OF PERINO JORDAN 
and Jeff Harbin, who had the difficulty 
with Sergeant Abbott and Patrolmen 
Wells and Bone Saturday night, did not 
take place yesterday afternoon. Attorney 
J E. Robinson, who represents the de- 
fendants, wrote the recorder a note stating 
that he was engaged in another court. 

Jordan and Harbin were both present 
and ready for trial. There were a lafge 
number of witnesses in the court room 
and a crowd of spectators. 

The difficulty arose over a dispute be- 
tween Jordan and a young man named 
Mason in the Pabst saloon. Sergeant Ab- 
bott and Patrolmen Weils and Bone went 
into the saloon and tried to quiet Jordan. 
The officers state that Harbin interfered 
and that he struck Wells with his fist. 
While Wells was on Harbin Jordan at- 
tacked him from the rear, and it was then 
that Abbott struck Jordan over the head 
This is the officers’ side of 


with a stick. 
the affair. 

Jordan and Harbin state that the latter 
struck no one and had nothing to do with 
the row, and that Jordan was struck when 
he was being held and that Wells after- 
wards choked him when he had fallen 
from the blow on the head. 

Both sides have a number of witnesses. 

There was a rather sensational turn in 
the matter yesterday morning when Ser- 
geant Abbott received an anonymous com- 
munication warning him to leave the city 
a few days. The writer called the ser- 
geant ‘“‘Dear John” and said he was his 
friend. The letter stated: 

“Perino Jordan’s crowd has made up a 
plot to kill you and have their plans all 
matured. I beg you to leave the city until 
the matter blows over or you will be killed 
certain.’’ 

Abbott showed the letter to a few 
friends. A mutual friend told Jordan of 
the letter and he was indignant that such 
@ thing should have been done. All who 
know Jordan know that he is a brave man 
and one who would not stoop to do a mean 
act. He felt angry that any coward 
should have played such a trick and he 
at once spoke to Police Commissioner 
Jones about the letter. Mr. Jones called 
for Sergeant Abbott and had him to speak 
to Jordan. The latter at once disclaimed 
any Knowledge of the letter and said the 
man who wrote it did a cowardly trick. 

Patrolman Wells had a talk with Jeff 
Harbin and the two became quite friendly 
while discussing the fight Saturday night. 
Harbin said he was sorry that such a 
thing should have occurred. 

“There is a mistake,” said he. “about 
my striking anybody. Tf had nothing to 
do with the matter and am sorry that I 
have been drawn into #t.”’ 

The recorder set the case fer this after- 
noon at 2:30 o’clock, and announced that 
he would go into the trial without fail. 
All the “witnesses were told to come back 
this afternoon and were innformed that 
they would not be again disappointed. 

Jordan states that he is not now connect- 
ed with the police force and had sent in 
his effects before Saturday night.
